OTTAWA, May 14—Public of- 
fering of a new issue of $60,000,000 
Dominion of Canada bonds will 
be made tomorrow, finance min- 
ister E. N. Rhodes announced to- 
day. The issue, proceeds of which 
will be used for general purposes, 
will be in two series, eight and 20 
years, and will bear coupons at 
the rate of 2's and three per cent 
respectively. 

The eight year bonds will mature 
June 1, 1943, and will sell at 99.50 
giving a yield of 2.57 per cent; the 
20-year series will mature June 1, 
1955, and will sell at 98.50 yielding 
3.10 per cent. 


NON-CALLABLE 


The shorter term issue will be 
non-callable but the 20-year maturi- 
ties will be callable at par on June 
1, 1950, or on any interest payment 
date thereafter. The 20-year bonds | 
will be in denominations of $500) 
and $1,000, and the eight-year issue | 
in denomination of $1,000 only.

Will Rogers is himself authority for the 
assertion that hog-calling is a game for the 
rich these days, when a man gets $15 a hog for 
the hogs he doesn’t raise. He 
says “It would take Henry 
Ford hollering with his 
cheque book to get one to 
come to you nowadays. I hol- 
lered all morning and all I 
got was three slices of bacon.” 

Well, Will isn’t the only 
humorist who is having some 
fun over the efforts of Roose- 
velt and his brain trust to 
plough cotton under and 
bonus hog-raisers not to raise 
hogs—anything but place his hand on the place 
where it hurts and free trade by restoring to 
the government the authority to issue money 
in the national interest.

Charles D. Madsen in April “Harpers” tells 
of how Farmer John Olsen tried both the hog- 


| raising business and the not-hog-raising busi- 


ness in 1933 and decided there was more money 
in the latter. 

John took out a cheque for $41.36, and said: 
“That represents five two-hundred-pound hogs 
which I shipped last week. That is what I got 
after the tax, the shipping charges, and the 
commission had been paid—four cents a pound.” 

“But come and see the best paying business 
on the farm,” said John. He led the way to 
another set of pens. “Here is where I don't 
raise hogs and the government pays me for it. 
You will notice that these pens are a little run 
down, but then you cannot expect me to keep 
them up. There is no danger of the hogs I do 
not raise getting away from the pen and me 
finding myself in a private Fourth of July 
celebration chasing the greased pig. These 
hogs I don't raise are the best paying invest- 
ment on the farm. I am giad I went into the 
business and I will vote to continue it. 

“I shall not need to hire anyone to hélp me 
not raise hogs and there will be no expenses. 
There will be no processing tax to pay on the 
hogs which I do not raise and nothing to pay 
for shipping them to the packers. No commis- 
sion merchant collects anything on hogs which 
have not been raised.” 


There’s always some flaw in these calcula- 
tions, and in 1934 Farmer John found that in- 
stead of not-raising thousands of hogs and be- 
coming wealthy, the government cut him to 
not-raising only 25 per cent of the hogs in 1934 
that he had not-raised in 1933.

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Spinach 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Spinach is one of the best known of our 
green vegetables and was freely used even in 
the days of the Medes of Persia. Long before 
chemists discovered that spinach contains a 
large amount of iron, this green vegetable 
was used for its health-giving properties. 

The French call spinach 
“belly broom” because of its 
value as roughage, but they 
also call it “death of the 
butter” because of the cus- 
tom of adding a large amount 
of butter to spinach while it 
is cooking. While spinach 
provides bulk it is in such a 
form that it is not irritating 
in the intestinal tract but 
possesses a geritle scouring or 
cleansing action. Even the 
most primitive people realize that it ‘is 
advisable for them to use large quantities of 
bulky green vegetables to fill up the alimentary 
canal and assist in the peristaltic action of the 
stomach and intestines. 

Only a few centuries ago it was discovered 
that spinach contains more iron than any of the 
other green vegetables, with the exception of 
lettuce and sorrel. It is also rich in sodium and 
calcium, and is, therefore, an excellent blood 
builder. These valuable minerals are more 
easily available if the spinach is eaten un- 
cooked, but considerable quantities of the or- 
ganic minerals and vegetable salts are retained 
if the spinach is not cooked for too long a time. 
The best method of preparation is by steaming 
or boiling for five to ten minutes. 

Spinach should always be well washed in 
running water to remove any sand or spray 
which the gardener may have used. 

Try using spinach as a salad vegetable, 
keeping it on ice after it is washed, and serv- 
ing when crisp and cold. 

Spinach does not produce flatulence and, 
therefore, may be used in unlimited quantities 
by everyone, and is especially to be recom- 
mended for those inclined to excessive gas 
formation. ’ 

PLAIN COOKED SPINACH 

Wash well under running water and re- 
move any large stems. Place the wet spinach 
in an aluminum pan without water. Cover and 
cook under a low flame for 3 to 10 minutes, 
depending upon the flavor desired which 
quickly changes with too much cooking. The 
spinach should not be put on the fire until the 
meal is ready to be served, so the spinach may 
be taken from the pot and put on the table as 
soon as cooked. : 

SPINACH WITH BROWN SAUCE 

Wash about 3 bunches of spinach under 
running water until all grit is removed. Cook 
without water (except that which adheres to 
the leaves) for about 10 minutes, during which 
time prepare a sauce as follows: Blend with 
fork 1 1-2 tablespoonfuls of browned flour into 
1 tablespoonful of butter. Place over low flame 
and stir in 1 1-2 cupfuls of thin cream, either 
fresh or evaporated. Cock to the desired con- 
sistency and add the chopped whites of 4 hard- 
boiled eggs. Turn the spinach into hot serving 
dish, cover with the sauce and press the egg 
yolks through a coarse sieve over the top.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Z. M. writes: “Do you 
think I have hardening of the arteries? I have 
had headaches, also have a pain under the right 
shoulder and sometimes feel dizzy.

ANSWER—There is no way in which I can 
tell you definitely whether or not your symp- 
toms are due primarily to hardening of the 
arteries since I have been unable to examine 
you personally. I suggest that the best plan is 
for you to consult a doctor near you and have 
him give you a thorough examination to find 
out what is the underlying cause of your 
symptons. If he feels that your trouble is due 
to hardening of the arteries, he will advise you 
of that fact. A pain under the. right shoulder 
blade may be a reflex pain as a result of a liver 
or gall bladder disorder. However, it may also 
be caused by neuritis or may arise from other 
causes. Either liver trouble or a gall bladder 
derangement would be sufficient to produce 
attacks dizziness and headache. I would 
Suggest that you ask your doctor to outline a 
diet suited to your needs and if he advises that 
you use a moderate amount of meat and one 
egg a day is permissible.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, Louis Riel, the 
leader of two rebellions in West- 
ern Canada, was captured. He 
was so}n om his way to Regina, 
where on November 16th follow- 
ing he paid the penalty of his 
treason with his life. 

The news of his capture created 
great excitement and much en- 
thusiasm in Ontario, which had 
never frogotten the murder of 
Thomas Scott at Fort Garry in 
1870, When a telegram was read 
from General Middleton “Riel is 
my prisoner” the members of the 
Hou:e of Commons cheered. The 
story of the capture is worth tell- 
ing: 

Immediately after the victory 
at Batoche, General Middleton 
left for Prince Albert. Before go- 
ing he sent a letter to Riel telling 
him that if he would surrender 
he would give him protection 
until he was handed over to the 
civil authorities. Boulton and his 
scouts set out in pursuit of Riel. 
Some of them caught sight of a 
mounted man to whom they gave 
chase but his horse was too 
speedy and he got away, This was 
later found to have been’ Dumont. 

Soon after came word that Riel 
had surrendered to three scouts, 
Hourie, Deal and Armstrong. 
When he gave up, Riel had Mid- 
dleton’s letter in his hand. Dread- 
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ing the approach of the troops 
he asked the scouts to take him 
out of their way and they made a 
detour, actually passing through 
some of Boulton’s men who did 
not know Riel. They took Riel 
into camp and delivered him to 
the General before it was known 
he was captured. The General put 
Riel in a tent near his own in 
charge of Captain Young of the 
Winnipeg Field Battery who kept 
guard on him until he handed 
him over to the Mounted Police 
at Regina. 

Captain Young died at Kenora 
only a few months ago and there 
were people who denied his claim 
that he had been handcuffed to 
Riel during the journey to Regina, 
but that is confirmed in the Gen- 
eral’s official report when he said 
“He slept in the tent with him” 
and carried him “bound to him- 
self to Regina.” 

Dumont made a rapid ride to 
the border and was there arrested 
by U.S. troops, but as no demand 
for him was made he was re- 
leased. 

The backbone of the rebellion 
was broken; it was not ended 
until the capture of Poundmaker 
and Big Bear, but most of the 
trouble was over by early July 
and the militia came home, leav- 
ing the permanent units in the 
West for a year or so.

The centralization of money 
into control of a iimited class is just about complete. 


You are mistaken in thinking that gambling is illegal. Any 
form of gambling which directs money into the control of the 
limited class is absolutely legal. You can adopt the sky as the 
limit in gambling on the stock exchanges or the mining exchanges 
or the grain exchanges—and not come into conflict with law or 
society. . 


Any form of gambling which tends to divert money outwards 
from the control of the limited class and into the hands of the 
general public is criminal and illegal; all the forces of state and 
church unite to stamp it out. 


Canada and the United States are fermenting with financial 
revolution; and in the course of any revolution strange things 
are certain to happen. One of these strange things is the send 
a dime craze, which has been multiplied in many instances to a 
send five dollars craze. 

Analysis shows that it is basically an attempt to divert money 
outwards into the hands of the general public—instead of inwards 
into the control of the limited class. 


It is a danger signal, because it shows that a sufficient body 
of the general public is ready to travel along any revolutionary 
line which will break up the present monetary control 


The necessity is to get the country back on to a constructive 
policy of government and development. The non-constructive, 
defeatist, deflating policy of those to whom God has been (finan- 
cially) good is the real danger to our national institutions. A 
gambling craze is a revolutionary symptom; dangerous, but cap- 
able of being remedied or at least controlled, by having the 
courage to go constructive. 


Opening up the undeveloped areas, and bringing the natural 
resources into active earning account is a policy which can be 
made immediately effective. Couple this with a fair trade offer 
to the whole world and the general public will respond eagerly 
to work as a whole-time occupation; and will only gamble in a 
minor keyfor amusement.
